Robert avenue and Missouri Pacific 
tracks, automatic alarm; Wilmington 
road and Missouri Pacific tracks, auto- 
matic alarm: Chippewa street and Mis- 
souri Pacific tracks, an annunciator or 
telephone alarm; Eager road and Mis- 
souri Pacific tracks, an automatic alarm; 
McRee avenue and Missouri Pacific 
tracks, an automatic alarm; Sarah street 
and Wabash tracks, gateman’s shanty 
be equipped with annunciator or tele- 
phone; Boyle avenue and (Wabash 
tracks, annunciator; Newstead avenue 
and Wabash tracks, annunciator; Taylor 
avenue and Wabash tracks, annunciator 
0; telephone; Waterman avenue and Wa- 
bash tracks, annunciator or telephone 
in watchman's shanty; Maple avenue 
and Wabash tracks, an annunciator or 
a telephone for gateman’s shanty; Good- 
fellow avenue and Termilrial tracks, au- 
tomatic alarm; Calvary avenue and Ter- 
minal Railroad tracks; automatic alarm. 

Trolley Guards Required. 

The United Railways will be re- 
quired to place trolley guards at all 
grade crossings. 

It is suggested that the United 

Railways carefully impress uopn their 
conductors the necessity of looking 
up and down the railroad tracks for 
the approach of railroad trains be- 
fore crossing. 
. Harrop recommends that the Mis- 
soupi “Pacific be required to furnish 
gétieral plans and estimates for-the 
elimination of grade crossings on the 
Poplar street line within 120 days. 

He. also recommends that the Mis- 
gsouri Pacific and Iron Mountain be 
required to furnish detailed plans anc 
estimates for the elimination: of the 
Chouteau avenue crossing within 3C 
days from date of order. The cogt of 
the Chouteau avenue crossing, it is 
suggested, should be apportioned be- 
tween the-railroad, the Unite’? Rail- 


ways and the city, .The work of sep- 
<bange grades should, begin not later 


an May 1, 1914. 
Harrop made other recommenda 


tions to the commission as follows: 
Elimindtion of Grades. 

That the Missouri Pacific be required 
to prepare plans and estimates for the 
elimination of grade crossings on the 
Oak Hill branch of the Iron Mountain, 
from Tower Grove avenue to Vande- 
venter avenué within 90 days. 

That. the Missouri Pacific and Iron 
Mountain be required to prepare plans 
and estimates for the elimination of the 
Gravois avenue crossing with the Oak 
Hill branch of the fron Mountain within 
90 days. 

That the Wabash be required to pre- 
pare plans for frack elevation of Bridge 
No. 11, including Page avenue. Harrop 
says the. commission should act in this 
mitter at its earliest convenience. 

The Comptroller of the City of St. 
Louis has asked the commission for an 
estimate of what the elimination of 
grade crossings will cost the city, so 
that it can be included in the general 
appropriation bill. 

Since the city is confronted with a 
1evenue shortage, the Comptroller says 
no money will be available for grade 
crossings before May 1 next.

GARBAGE OUTPUT LESS 


High Cost of Living Causes 50 
Per Cent Decrease in Chicago. 
CHICAGO, Nov. 12.—L. E. McGann, 

Commissioner of Public Works, has dis- 
covered that the output ef Chicago gar- 
bage has decreased 8 per cent in two 
years. Then he learned, and so in- 
formed Mayor Harrison, that the econ- 
omy in garbage was due to the high 
cost of lving. 

“The shrinkage in garbage is @ good 
thing,” said the Commissioner. ‘“‘We dis- 
covered it when the city wag recently 
compelled to dispose of its garbage.

FRANCE REPORTED 
TOBE OPPOSED 10 
COMBS AS ENVOY 


Attitude Said to Be Based on Be- 
lief He Holds Post 
Too Lightly. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—The French 
Government, according to reports preva- 
lent in diplomatic and official circles 
here, has informed the United States 
Government that William F. McCombs, 
chairman of the Democratic National 
Committtee, will be persona non grata 
as Ambassador to France. 

According to reports, France objects 
to McCombs now (after having once in- 
formed the American Government he 
Was acceptable) because he holds ths 
post of Ambassador to France too light- 
ly. The French Government, the story 
goes on, does not like the manner in 
which McCombs has declined and ac- 
cepted the post. He declined it when 
it was first offered, on the ground that 
he could not afford to take it. Later 
he said he would not accept it. 

It was said that since McCombs had 
married a young woman of some means 
he would accept the post. Upon receiv- 
ing this report, France, it ig said, at 
once made it plain that Mr. McCombs 
would not be welcome as Ambassador. 
The White House and State Depart- 
ment will not discuss the McCombs 
case in any manner. The report that he 
has accepted the post could not be con- 
firmed. “Nothing to say,’’ ig the an- 
swer to all inquiries. 

A couple of days after his marriage 
in London to Miss Dorothy Williams of 
Washington, McCombs and his wife de- 
parted for the United States. They arw 
now en route home. No explanation 
was given by Mrs. Joseph Leiter, Mrs. 
McCombs’ sister, for the sudden de- 
parture.

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EX-GOV, PATTERSON 
PLEADS FOR WORLD 


Tennessean Tells Convention He 
Has Changed Views, Which 
Once Favored Saloon. 


By Associated Press. 

COLUMBUS. O., Nov. 12.—Today’s %¢s- 
sion of the Anti-Saloon League National 
convention was known as Governors’ 
day. The program called for addresses 
by Govs. Hanna of North Dakota and 
Hodges of Kansas. 

Former Gov. Malcolm R. Patterson of 
Tennessee was the principal .speaker. 
Twice elected Governor of Tennessee a5 
a “wet,” Patterson came to Columbus in 
a special car, accompanied by Gov. Ben 
W. Hooper, who succeeded him as Ten- 
nessee’s chief executive, to give his in- 
dorsement to a nation-wide program that 
would have for its aim the elimination of 
the saloon, , 

The former Governor said in part: 

“The Anti-Saloon League and I have 
not always been friends. The paths 
we traveled were wide apart. The path 
i traveled turned in its course. It ran 
into the other and we now find ourselves 
marching tn the same direction, under 
the same flag, actuated by the, same de- 
sire to destroy the traffic in_liquor and 
to redeem a nation from its curse. 

Not Ashamed of Stand. 

“T am aware that to have suddenly 
changed the views of mature manhood 
which I once asserted and proclaimed 
from one end of Tennessee to the other 
has excited surprise and provoked com- 
ment. I am neither ashamed nor abashed 
to stand before this great audience and 
acknowledge the wrong when I once 
advocated policies which would have 
made legal a trade which I have come 
to look upon as having no rightful place 
in the scheme and economy of Christian 
civilization.”’ 

Commenting on one of his messages to 
the Tennessee Legislature, in which he 
opposed further legislation to regulate 
liquor traffic, Patterson declared 
that at that time those were his honest 
convictions, based upon a misguided 
judgment, and said: 

“Tf this message had to stand as my 
last expression on the liquor vuestion, I 
would consume it in the living fires and 
erase jt forever from the minds and 
memories of man, 

“IT have seen the trait of liquor in the 
criminal courts, where I have prose- 
cuted crime. I know and have been a 
participant in its paralyzing and corrod- 
ing influence in the social and public 
life of our national capital. As the 
Governor of Tennessee, I have seen it 
a veritable and riuging center of storm 
around which gathered its defenders 
and assailants and from which sprang. 
divisions in parties, disputes, in families 
and dissentions in churches. 

“Going through life I have seen it 
drag down many of the associates of 
my boyhood, blasting their hopes and 
consigning them to untimely graves. 

“IT have seen its forked lightning 
strike my first-born--the child of my 
young manhood, and I have borne with 
him the suffering and tried to help 
him in his brave but sometimes melan- 
choly struggle for redemption. At last 
I have felt its foul and stealthy blow 
as it turned upon me in its deadly and 
shaming wrath—upon me, who had 
pleaded before the people for its very 
Men have called me strong, | 


ers, and thought myself immune, I suf- 
fered for the thought. 


How He Obtained Light. 
“All this I knew and felt without a 


revelation of the deep pathos and mean. 
ing of it all. I needed help, for 1 was 
groping and my feet were stumbling in 
the dark. 

‘‘When logic failed and reason gave 
no answer, I cast aside all pride of 
opinion, all thought of what the world 
might say or think, and went to the 
throne of Almighty God. There, on 
bended knees, I asked for light and 
strength, and they came. The curtains 
of the night parted and the way was 
clear. I arose a changed man. 

“The saloon can produce no veracious 
witness in its favor, as it stands indic'- 
ed before the bar of public opinion. 

“It stands a convicted felon and. must 
receive the sentence of the law. It must 
go, never to return, and with the going 
of the saloon, liquor itself should go. 

“I favor prohibition in any form that 
will either reduce or destroy the liquor 
traffic. I favor it personal-wide, town- 
wide, state-wide, nation-wide and worl4d- 
wide.”’

-PUTOUT FIRES © 


California Naturalist Demon- 
strates Method to Theater 
Crowd in New York. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—The new prin- 
ciple in extinguishing fire has presented 
itself. Briefly it is this: 

If you sing the right song at a flame 
you can put it out. 

The principle is based on the scien- 
tific production of sound waves. It has 
not yet reached a point where Fire Com- 
missioners will put male quartettes in 
the fire houses ready to dash to a fire 
and render a popular ballad. 3 

But Charles Kellogg, described as a 
California naturalist and “nature sing- 
er,’ demonstrated to a large audience 
on the stage on the Palace Theater on 
Monday night after the regular show 
that he can put out a gas flame by 
singing at it, or even by drawing a bow 
similar to a violin bow, across pieces 
of metal. 

Flame Bebs Down at Note. 

Kellogg can make a whistling noise, 
like the singing of a bird. He says he 
does not whistle this noise but sings 
it in the same manner in which a bird 
sings. 

He made a sharp noise and the flame 
bobbed down as if someone had blown 
on it. He stood ten or twelve feet away 
and made this noise in quick succession. 
The flame bobbed down each time in ac- 
companiment with his song. Then he 
uttered a long cry and the flame short- 
ened to four or five inches, quivered 


there for a moment and then died out. 
Then he took his bow and a _ piece 


of aluminum. He stood 50 feet away 
from the flame and drawing the 9Ow 
across the metal and singing his ‘bird 
song the flame acted in the same 
way, finally going out. His version 
of the causeg is this: 

“The human voice cannot produce 
more than 4000 sound vibrations a 
second. This is not enough to affect 
a flame. These different pieces of 
metal I have arranged to produce 
different numbers of vibrations. One 
is tuned to give forth 7000 vibrations 
a second, another 14,000 vibrations, 


brations. That last one makes the 
air pulsate just eight times as rap- 
idly as any human voice can. 

Shows a Divining Rod. 

“A whistle cannot produce a large 
number,of vibrations; a violin pro- 
duces fewer vibrations. My bird 
voi¢e has been measured and at its 
top pitch produces 49,550 vibrations 
a second.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—BDither 
North St. Louis is going back to the 
farm, or its people are the most en- 
thusiastic lot of city farmers in the 
United States, 

This is the declaration of several 
members of Congress, who have 
learned of the demands made for the 
“Parmers’ Bulletins” of the Agricut- 
tural Department by constituents of 
Representative William lL Igoe, 
whose district, the Eleventh Mis- 
souri, contains the heart of North 8t. 
Louis. Igoe has sent out more than 
50,000 bulleting to the people of his 
district, an average of five to each 
10,000 applicants. 

In time past, it has been customary 
for city Congressmen to give a large 
part of their allotments of samplo 
seeds and farm literature to their 
cclleagues from rural districts, trom 
which there wag usually a greater 
Gemand for such thinga,

But Igoe, his fellow-Congressmen 
complain, has reversed this order of 
things, and has calied on country 
members to give him part of their 
allotment, to meet the demands of 
his city constituency. 

Igoe explaing it this way. While 
looking over a mailing list of offi- 
cial documents, which Congressmen 
can send, in limited numbers, to their 
constituents, he found a long table 
of “Farmers Bulletins.” The titles 
of some of these bulletins gave him 
the idea that they were of interest 
not to farmers only, but to city peo- 
ple who had to wrestle with the cost 
of living. He thought, ror tnstance, 
that the people in his district would 
like to read about “Cannea Fruits. 
Preserves and Jellies,~ or “Bconomi- 
cal Use of Meat in the Home,” 
“Poultry Diseases and Treatment.” 

Bo he got a batch of the lists, and 
gent one to each family in his dis- 
trict. He accompanied the lists with 
a manifolded letter, saying he weuld 
have the bulletins sent to those who 
desired them. He asked that each 
application be limited to five differ- 
ent bulletins. to be named by number 
in the application. 

He thought the letter would bring, at 
the most, a few hundred requesta, to 
which his secretary, J. J. Cochran, 
could attend in odd moments. He was

Referee Finds New is New York Society 
Fulfilled Terms of Bequest of 
the Late Joseph Pulitzer.

seph Pulitzer are directed to pay $700,- 
000 to the New York Philharmonic So- 
Clety immediately, with interest of % 


per cent since Dec. 4, 1912. 
The decree was entered on a decision 


by Phoenix Ingraham, referee, in a 
proceeding brought by the Pulitzer 
trustees to determine whether the Phil- 
harmonic Society has complied with the 
terms of the will. 

Mr. Pulitzer originally left $500,000 to 
the society, but in a codicil he left as 
an additional bequest to the organiza- 
tion, part of the income from the fund 
set aside for his sons, Joseph and Her- 
bert Pulitzer, on condition that the so- 
clety had a paying membership of more 
than 1000 within three years after his 
death. The trustees agreed to make:a 
$200,000 payment on account of this in- 
come in case the referee found that the 
society had fulfilled the terms. 

Referee Ingraham reported that the 
society had 1069 members and is entitled 
to the money.

Will Is Filed and Estate May 
Reach $5,000,000; Father Be- 
queathed $1,000,000 of it. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 12—The will of 
Charles G. Gates, who died suddenly at 
Cody, Wyo., on Oct. 29, leaves the 
bulk of his estate in equal shares to 
his mother, Mrs. John W. Gates of the 
Plaza Hotel, and his widow, Florence 
Hopwood Gates. The value of the es- 
tate is estimated at between $3,000,000 
and $5,000,000. Accordingly the two re- 
siduary legatees probably will inherit 
more than $2,000,000 each. 

The will was executed Aug. 2, 1912, 
end names Mrs, John W. Gates as sole 
executrix. Mrs. Gates authorized her 
attorney to make public the following 
announcement concerning the principal 
provisions of the will. 

“The last will contains a number of 
bequests, amounting altogether to $400,- 
000. These bequests are to relatives and 
riends, among others a bequest to his 
cousin, Henry R. Baker of St. Charles,

Young Man, 20°Years Old, Prob- 
ably Fatally Wounded When 
Husking Corn. 


Reckless hunters, banging at quail, 
rabbits or pririe chicken in Madison 
County corn fields on the first day of 
the legal Illinois season for shooting 
wild fowl Tuesday, wounded a young 
man, a woman and a 3-year-old child. 
The young man is expected to die. 

George Raymond, 20 years old, was 


| husking corn in his father’s field, five 


miles west of Highland, when Henry 
Kayser, who was hunting with a rifle. 
although most hunters use shotguns for 
small: game, fired into the corn. Ray- 
mond felt a wound in his left hip, but 
did not at first think. it was serious. 
He shouted, and Kayser ran up and 
apologized. 

Later Raymond suffered great pain, 
and when he was taken to St. Joseph’s 
hospital in Highland, it was found that 
the bullet had lodged in his. spinal 
column, and that his condition seemed 
hopeless. 

Mrs Henry Grapperhaus, living eight 
miles southwest of Highland, was in the 
field with her 3-year-old daughter, Ma- 
rie, gathering corn husks for a mat- 
tress. One of a charge of buckshot 
struck her in the cheek, below the left 
eye, and flattened on the cheek bone. 
The child with her was struck by two 
of the buckshot, and has flesh wounds 
in the cheek and the calf of her leg. 
Louis Rieke fired this charge of shot. 

At the latest reports received in Ed- 
wardsville, no arrest had been made in 
either case. 

Three thousand hunting licenses were 
issued in Mdwardsville, Alton, Highland 
and the other towns of Madison County, 
in the few. days before the season 
opened, to quail hunters.

STATE'S LAWYER 
ASKS PUNISHMENT 
FOR BEEF PACKERS 


Supreme Court Is Urged to In- 
flict Penalties Against Na- 
tional Company Organizers. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 12.—Assist- 
ant Attorney-General Ernest A. Green 
made a stirring appeal to the Supreme 
Court today for a conviction of the big 
packers under -the State's ouster pro- 
ceedings, 

He declared the dissolution of the Na- 
tional Packing Co. was no defense 
against punishment, He deciared the 
organization of this concern io be a 
conspiracy to control prices and destroy 
competition and that the Court should 
punish, the companies. 

Green called attention to the report 
of the special Commissioner, the late 
Daniel Dillon of St. Louis, holding that 
the National Packing Co. was organ- 
ized by the Morris, Swift and Armour 
interests to control prices and elimi- 
nate competition, this being In violation 
of the anti-trust act. The organization 
of the National did lead to this result, 
he asserted. 

Henry 8. Priest. Morton Jourdan, 
Frank Hagerman and M. W. Borders, 
who appeared for the packers, said that 
the lapse of time since the alleged of- 
fence occurred made prosecution no 
longer advisable. They asked the court 
to dismiss the proceedings, 

The packing companies involved are 
the St. Louis Dressed Beef and Pro- 
vision Co., Hammond Pacxing Co.; 
Morris & Co., Swift & Co.’ and Armour 
& Co. The latter three organized the 
National Packing Co., which voluntar- 
ily dissolved. 

Swift owns the St. Louis. Dressed Beef 
Co. and Morris and Armour own the 
Hammond plants at Omaha and St. Jo- 
seph.

SELPH SAYS HE 


“TT” IN TAG-DAY 
ROW WITH FRANCIS 


Postmaster Stands on Burleson’s 
Message Giving Him Power 
to Rule. 


Postmaster Selph said Wednesday 
that a telegram of Postmaster-General 
Burleson, leaving wholly to Selph the 
question of permitting “tag day” col- 
lections by the Hospital Saturday and 
Sunday Association in the postoffice 
buildings, Nov. 22, was the ° Bo word” 
on the matter. 

Selph declared he would not permit 
the collections to be made in the post- 
office or any of the 3% substations. This 
includes the old postoffice, now the 
downtown substation, he said. The sta- 
tion is in the Federal Building, of 
which Surveyor Charles F. Gallenkamp 
is custodian, but Selph says the first 
floor is in control of the Postmaster. 

While Gallenkamp is willing to per- 
mit collections on the second floor of 
the building, and officials in charge of 
the departments there have approved 
such a plan, it is doubted whether the 
collections would be worth the effort, 
as the upper floors of the Federal 
Building are not visited by many per- 
sons, except when important cases are 
in .court, 


Selph Took Initiative. 
The Francis-Burleson correspondence 


has shown that Selph acted on his own 
initiative in making the rule against 
“tag day’’ collectors. But he first con- 
sulted the department officials, to make 
reasonably sure that his action would 
not be reversed, on appeal. He wrote 
Oct. 18 to D. C. Roper, First Assistant 
Postmaster-General, who replied that 
the matter did not come under any hard 
and fast general rule, and that such a 
case would be left to the local Post- 
master to handle as he might deem best. 

“I take orders from the Postmaster- 
General’s office and from nowhere else,” 
said Selph. ‘“‘The. last word has been 
said in this matter, unless I am specifi- 
cally ordered to do otherwise, in certain: 
terms, by the Postmaster-General.”’ 

Two Constructions of Telegram. 

Burleson’s telegram was sent to David 
R. Francis, president of the Hospital 
Saturday and Sunday Association, who 
had wired to him, protesting against 
Eelph’s ruling, and asking that the Post- 
master bé overrtled. The Postmaster- 
General telegraphed: 

“Answering telegram, department ad- 
vised Postmaster in letter Oct. 18 that 
there is no regulation which specifically 
vrohibits your association from collect- 
ing funds in postoffice buildings, provid- 
ing public business is not interfered 
with and the termination of advisability 
on matter is left wholly to Postmaster.”’ 

Francis took the first part of the mes- 
fage as supporting his position, and 
said he would. again formally invite 
Mrs. Selph to head a committee of 
“tag day’’ collectors at the postoffice, 
as the Postmaster’s wife has done in 
past years. 

But Selph stood on the last 10 words 
of the message, which left the matter 
to him, and Mrs. Selph said she would 
not change her position. She recently 
declined to serve in the manner re- 
quested.

We publish the article for 
what it is worth as a statement of an in- 


telligent man giving a deeply interesting. 


and suggestive view of the penttenttary 
management from the standpoint. of the 
inmates. We have eliminated personal 
charges of cruelty because of the source of 
the information. 

We ask Warden MoOlung and the mem- 


bers of the Board of Prison Inspectors if | 


these charges are true. We ask Gov. 
Major if they are true. We ask a thor- 
cugh investigation to determine their 
truth or falsity. 

The attention of the inmates of the Missouri 
State Penitentiary has been for the past few 
days focused upon the editorials and articles 
appearing in the St. Louis newspapers relative 
to the punishment being inflicted at the pres- 
ent time upon a prisoner confined here, by the 
name of Steve Willis. 

The better class of prisoners here, while 
fully agreeing that punishment is necessary 
to control a percentage of the men here, claim 
that this percentage is very small, and that 
even where punishment is necessary, it should 
be humane, and at least not physically or 
mentally injurious to the offender. 

‘The writer, himself a prisoner here, believes 
you will appreciate the impossibility of com- 
plying with the rule that newspaper corre- 
spondents shall furnish their names and ad- 
dresses in order that their communications 
receive attention. Were I to comply with this 
rule, the fate of poor Steve would be a “pink 


tea” to what would be meted out to me. In 


fact, it would be more than my life would be 
worth. I am in the hope, however, that the 
conservatism of my remarks and the pointers 
I will give you as to how to arrive at definite 
results may so conclusively prove to you the 


truth of my statements, that you will feel jus- 


- tified In making an inquiry that shall not stop 

until the horrors of this hell-hole shall have 
been done away with, and the false state- 
ments of the officers of this institution be 
made impossible in the future. 


I would first like to call your attention to 
the inadequacy of an interview between a pris- 
oner undergoing punishment and your re- 
porter, in the presence of the Deputy Warden. 
The-man suffering untold torment, in fear of 
his life or further punishment—should he say 
anything to further anger the official—is 
scarcely likely to tell what he is enduring. 
Let me explain this punishment, which, ac- 
cording to Warden McClung’s and Deputy 
Warden Gilvin’s version, is simply a mild form 
of diversion for the prisoner—merely intended 
to remind him of his delinquencies. 


The man stands with his feet flat on the 
stone floor (sometimes), his arms ex- 
tended above his head, his wrists chained 
by handcuffs to a ring fastened in the 
wall. He stands in this position, not, as 
has been stated, from 8 till 5 each day, 
but from 6:30 a. m. to 3 p. m., and again 
from 3:30 p. m. till 9 p. m. At 6 in the 
morning he receives one slice of bread, at 
$ in the afternoon another, and that is 
all the food given him. It is true that he 
can get water by asking for it, that is, if 
the guard feels inclined to give it to him. 
The Deputy Warden lays stress upon this, 
as though it was an exceptional kindness. 
Let me ask you, Mr. Editor, would you, or 
any decent man, refuse a mangy dog, 
suffering with thirst, a drink—and re- 
member that the prisoners here are still 
human beings, even if they have offended 
against the law. It is true that he re- 
clines in his comfortably heated apart- 
ment at night upon the floor, but the pillow 
mentioned is constructed of the same ma- 
terial, namely, of concrete. 

If any of your readers would like to make a 
practical test of’the severity of this punish- 
ment, it is not necessary for him to come to 
the penitentiary to do so. Let: him simply 
elevate his hands to the limit of his reach 
above his head, and hold them there for one 
short hour, and I am convinced he will be 
ready to head a posse to come to Jefferson 
City for the purpose of lynching the man who 
invented this inhuman torture. Think, then, 
what it must be to undergo this punishment 
14 hours each day for 20 consecutive days. 

Again, you are told by the prison of- 
ficials the “‘whipping post”’ has been abol- 
ished. Theoretically, this is true; liter- 
ally, it is a damnable falsehood. “The 


post” is gone, but the whipping still re- 


mains. Deputy Warden Gilvin is quoted

Cue, two of the three members of the Pardon 
Board, who, on one occasion, less than three 
months ago, attended to witness the whipping 
of, I think, four, but at least three prisoners. 
This one instance should be sufficient evi- 
dence to you that Porter Gilvin does not tell 
‘the truth. 

I am glad to note, in an editorial of the 8th, 
that emphasis is placed upon the importance 
of the motive governing punishment, and the 
uselessness of pitting stubbornness on the part 
of the official against the same on: the part of | 
the prisoner; that no good can result from 
such an issue, and that preventive rather than 
remedial methods are preferable. Your argu- 
ment is sound and a good one, but not likely 
to be carried out under the present regime 
here. In fact, Warden McClung is quoted by 
his Assistant Yardmaster Stewart as saying 
that he would keep Steve Willis hanging until 
he was killed, unless: he gave in and told 
where he got his whisky and dope. 

It is true that “snitching” is the one unfor- 
givable offense among the prisoners here, and 
for good and sufficient reasons. Who is the 
man who holds the soft job here, who is fa- 
vored above his fellow unfortunates? The 
man who acts as a stool pigeon for the offi- 
cial, who, too ignorant or lazy to himself dig- 
cover the offender, resorts to this despicable 
method of producing results, and who will do 
anything, stoop to anything, manufacture any 
kind of evidence, to toady to the favor of his 
boss. 

Can you blame any man, with even the least 
‘vestige of manhood left in him, for refusing 
to be placed in this category? 

A confession wrung from a man under tor- 
ture is not admitted in a court of law, for the 
reason that it is considered valueless. Why 
should it be different here? Assuming that 
as a last resort, to save himself from further 
agony, a man should tell the Warden or his 
Deputy, that some other prisoner, against 
whom he might hold a petty personal grudge, 
and who really might be innocent, had com- 
mitted the offense, then that man would be 
punished wrongfully. 

I am convinced that were the general pub- 
lic informed of the manner in which this in- 
stitution is conducted, an upheaval would re- 
sult that would not alone do away with the 
barbarous forms.of: punishment now in vogue, 
but would make the prison what it was in- 
tended.to be—not alone a place of protection 
to society, but also one of a reformatory na- 
ture; that would turn a large percentage of 
the men confined here back to the world bet- 
ter men, more useful citizens, at the expira- 
tion of their sentences than they were when 
they came here. But this is impossible as long 
as the only requisite for advancement among 
the officials here is ignorance and brutality. 

Can men be reformed by injustice and broa- 
tality. I say to you, NO, SIR!—but that on 
the contrary many men come here really and 
truly repentant, determined to pay their debt 
to the State-and try to live their disgrace 
down, and who, solely through the treatment 
they receive or hear and know of others re- 
ceiving, leave here with murder in their 
hearts, determined to make society pay for 
what it has allowed them, through its repre- 
sentatives, unjustly ‘to suffer. The knowl- 
edge of this is directly responsible for the 
enactment of a law by the Legislature com- 
pelling convicts to leave the town and county 
upon their release. 

It is time—high time—that the publio 
‘should know the truth about this institu- 
tion and its management, and the writer, 
as representing the better class of men of 
this tnstitution, calls upon you, as the 
editor of one of the most far-reaching | 
periodicals in the State, to take such steps 
as may be necessary to throw open the 
doors of the dark places—and loosen the 
tongues of the men here, not under the : 
eye of an official, but under such condi- 
tions as he can speak freely and without 
fear of punishment ever before him, and I 
promise you-—you will uncover brutality, 
ignorance and vice—such as would make 
the story of the Spanish Inquisition read 
like a nursery rhyme.

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A MODEL IN CO-OPERATION. 
From the Portland Oregonian. . 

In connection with the particulars 
which the Oregonian has been publish- 
ing about co-operation in various sec- 
tions on the Pacific coast it may not be 
uninteresting to notice the progress 
which the same cause has made in En- 
gland. The Wholesale Co-operative So- 
clety of England has just celebrated its 
fiftieth anniversary, by. publishing an 
account of its origin and business. The 
purpose of the society is to furnish 
goods to the retail, or Rochedale, Stores, 
which have made themselves so famous 
in Great Britain. It was organized in 
1863, with $10,000 capital, and its first 
year’s business amounted to $20,000. Last 
year it had $40,000,000 of capital, and its 
sales footed up $150,000,000. This is an 
astonishing growth, but it has not — 
been, made along astrictly mercantile 
lines, 

The society has gradually extended its 
scope to meet the needs of the retail 
stores to which it caters: It manufac- 
tures shoes, furniture, wire mattresses 
and other staples. The by-products of 
its establishments are frugality uttil- 
ized. For example, it makes annually 
$2,000,000 worth of seap from material 
which would otherwise go to waste. The 
society makes 2,000,000 pounds of flour 
a day in its mills. Its dry goods facto- 
ries employ 6400 persons. The tobacce 
business which it conducts amounts to 
$3,000,000 a year. The investments which 
it has made in agriculture are almost 
endless. It manages farms which sup- 
ply the retail co-operative stores with 
fruit and vegetables. It has dairies, 
creameries and hothouses in England 
and tea farms in Ceylon.
